Accidental Infant Deaths Rise 


Study fuels debate about parents sharing beds with babies 


Infant deaths blamed on accidental strangu- 
lation and suffocation in bed have increased 
sharply in the United States, federal health 
officials are reporting Monday, reigniting 
a heated debate over the rising number of 
parents who sleep with their babies. 

An analysis of death certificates nation- 
wide found that the rate of fatalities attrib- 
uted to unintentional suffocation and stran- 
gulation in the first year of life quadrupled 


between 1984 and 2004. 

While such tragedies remain relatively 
rare, the trend roughly coincided with a sharp 
rise in bed-sharing, which has become more 
popular to help mothers bond and breast- 
feed. The study, led by Carrie K. Shapiro - 
Mendoza of the Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention, found the rate of acciden- 
tal strangulation and suffocation deaths 
increased from 2.8 to 12.5 per 100,000 live 


births during with the 20 -year study period, 
increasing the number of deaths from 103 
in 1984 to 513 in 2004. 

Most of the increase occurred after 1996, 
which is about the same time deaths from sud- 
den infant death syndrome (SIDS) appeared to 
plateau after falling by about half, the result of 
a nationwide campaign to encourage parents 
to put their babies to sleep on their backs. The 
findings provide the first confirmation for a 
trend that has been suspected by officials in

Governor plans round 
of TV appearances as 
impeachment begins 

SPRINGFIELD, ILL. I If there’s such a 
thing as a “normal” impeachment 
trial, the one that starts Monday in 
Illinois doesn’t qualify. 

The defendant, Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich, won’t participate. He’ll 
be speaking to TV 
talk show hosts 
Whoopi Goldberg 
and Larry King 
instead of facing 
the state Senate. 
And while he

GOP wants greater

WASHINGTON I The White House 
warned Sunday that the country 
could face a long and painful finan- 
cial recovery, even with major gov- 
ernment intervention to stimulate 
the economy and save financial 
institutions. 

“We’re off and running, but it’s 
going to get worse before it gets bet- 
ter,” said Vice President Joe Biden,

Drought Wilts Calif. Farms

Central Valley woes 
may result in pricier 
produce this summer 

MENDOTA, CALIF. I Consumers may 
pay more for spring lettuce and 
summer melons in grocery stores 
across the country now that Cali- 
fornia farmers have started aban- 
doning their fields in response to a 
crippling drought. 

California’s sweeping Central 
Valley grows most of the country’s 
fruits and vegetables in normal 
years, but this winter thousands 
of acres are turning to dust as the 
state hurtles into the worst drought 
in nearly two decades. 

Federal officials’ recent decision 
to limit the water supply pumped 
through the nation’s largest farm 
state was enough to move John Gia- 
cone to forego growing vegetables so 
he can save his share to drip-irrigate 
1,000 acres of almond trees. 

“Taking water from a farmer is 
like taking a pipe from a plumber,” 
said Giacone, a fourth-generation 


farmer in Mendota. “How do you 
conduct business?” 

Analysts haven’t yet provided 
any estimates of crop losses in Cali- 
fornia this year. In the meantime, 
the forecast appears to be worsen- 
ing: Meteorologists are predicting 
a dry spring. 


“This has devastating effects 
not only for the guys out there in 
the fields with the weed whack- 
ers, but it affects the whole farm- 
ing industry,” said Thomas Nyberg, 
Fresno County’s deputy agricultur- 
al commissioner. “I’m just praying 
for rain.” (ap)

Researcher cant find 
evidence of harm in 
vaccinated children 

CHICAGO I A new study from Italy 
adds to a mountain of evidence that 
a mercury-based preservative once 
used in many vaccines doesn’t hurt 
children, offering more reassurance 
to parents. 

In the early 1990s, thousands of 
healthy Italian babies in a study of 
whooping cough vaccines received 
two different amounts of the pre- 
servative thimerosal from all their 
routine shots. 

Ten years later, 1,403 of those 
children took a battery of brain 
function tests. Researchers found 
small differences in only two of 
24 measurements, and those 
“might be attributable to chance,” 
they wrote in the February issue of 


LIMITED EXPOSURE 

Thimerosal, used in some 
vaccines to preventthe growth of 
bacteriaand fungus, hasn’t been 
in U.S. childhood vaccines since 
2001, except for certain flu shots. 
U.S. health officials recommend- 
ed the removal of thimerosal as 
a precaution and to reduce the 
exposure of children to mercury. 


the journal Pediatrics, which was 
released Monday. 

Only one case of autism was 
found, and that was in the group that 
got the lower level of thimerosal. 

“Put together with the evidence 
of all the other studies, this tells us 
there is no reason to worry about 
the effect of thimerosal in vaccines,” 
said the new study’s lead author.

Afghans Protest 
American Raids 

KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I President 
Hamid Karzai condemned a U.S. 
operation he said killed 16 Afghan 
civilians, while hundreds of villag- 
ers denounced the American mili- 
tary during an angry demonstra- 
tion Sunday. 

Karzai said the killing of inno- 
cent Afghans during U.S. military 
operations “is strengthening the 
terrorists.” He also announced that 
his Ministry of Defense sent Wash- 
ington a draft technical agreement 
that seeks to give Afghanistan more 
oversight over U.S. military opera- 
tions.

Bolivians Back New Constitution 


Charter grants more 
power to the country’s 
indigenous majority 

LA PAZ, BOLIVIA I Bolivian vot- 
ers embraced a new constitution 
Sunday that promises more power 
for the long-suffering indigenous 
majority and grants leftist President 
Evo Morales a shot at remaining in 
office through 2014. 

The charter passed easily in a 
country where many can still recall 
when Indians were forbidden to 
vote, but its sometimes vague word- 


ing and resistance from Bolivia’s 
mestizo and European-descended 
minority foreshadows more politi- 
cal turmoil in this polarized Ande- 
an nation. 

Morales, Bolivia’s first Indian 
president, says the charter will 
“decolonize” South America’s poor- 
est country by recovering indig- 
enous values lost under centuries 
of oppression dating back to the 
Spanish conquest. 

Bolivia’s Aymara, Quechua, Gua- 
rani and dozens of other indigenous 
groups won the right to vote only in 
1952, when a revolution broke up the

large haciendas on which they had 
lived as peons for generations. 

“The poorest people are the 
majority. The people with money 
are only a tiny few. That’s what you 
have to consider,” said Eloy Huanca 
outside a polling place in El Alto, 
a sprawling satellite city of La Paz. 
“They ran things before, and now 
it’s our turn.” 

The proposed constitution was 
backed by 56.8 percent of voters, 
with more than 90 percent of pre- 
cincts reporting, according to a 
quick count by a private polling 
company, dan keane (ap)

Iceland’s Commerce Minister Quits 


REYKJAVIK, ICELAND I Iceland’s com- 
merce minister quit Sunday, citing 
the pressures of the nation’s eco- 
nomic collapse, as political leaders 
failed to agree on how to lead the 
country out of its financial crisis. 

Bjorgvin Sigurdsson told report- 
ers he had resigned and had also 
fired the head of the Iceland’s 
financial supervisory authority. 
He acknowledged that Icelanders 
have lost faith in their government 
and political system. 

“I want to shoulder my part of the 


responsibility for that,” he said. 

Prime Minister Geir Haarde and 
Ingibjorg Gisladottir, the head of 
the Social Democratic Alliance — 
his coalition partner — held emer- 
gency talks to discuss whether Ice- 
land’s government could continue 
to hold office, but failed to reach 
any agreement. 

“I hope the government will 
survive, but that will become clear 
tomorrow,” Haarde told report- 
ers on Sunday, speaking in Ice- 
landic. (AP)

Counselors: War 
Scars Gaza Youth 


Experts say children 
show signs of trauma 
after Israeli offensive 

JEBALIYA, GAZA STRIP | Surrounded 
by mountains of rubble that were 
once their homes, two dozen chil- 
dren sat on a rainbow-colored blan- 
ket and drew with crayons. 

They quickly filled the pages 
passed around by trauma counsel- 
ors with pictures of Israeli tanks, 
dead bodies and Palestinians fir- 
ing assault rifles — scenes they saw 
when Israel’s war on Hamas came 
into their neighborhood. 

“We felt we will die soon,” 
11-year-old Sharif Abed Rabbo 
told the group, describing his fam- 
ily’s escape. “And I am sad I lost 
my house.” 

Psychologists say Israel’s three- 
week offensive inflicted more severe 
trauma than previous conflicts 
in Gaza because civilians in the 


crowded sliver of territory had no 
safe place to run. 

A wartime study among hun- 
dreds of Gaza children showed a 
rise in nightmares, bed-wetting 
and other signs of trauma, said psy- 
chologist Fadel Abu Hein. 

Counselors and aid workers fear 
that Gaza’s children will grow up hat- 

ing Israel and will 

become easier prey 
for extremists. 

“We are losing 
the next genera- 
tion,” said John 
Ging, the top 
U.N. aid official 
in Gaza. 

Children and teens were particu- 
larly vulnerable in Israel’s military 
offensive, launched Dec. 27 to try to 
halt eight years of Hamas rocket fire 
on towns in southern Israel. 

In Gaza, the Palestinian Center 
for Human Rights counted 280 chil- 
dren among 1,285 dead, karin laub (ap)

D.C. Library Hosts Poverty Exhibit 


Display comes while 
facility alters rules that 
may affect homeless 

WASHINGTON | A European artist 
has created an exhibit at Wash- 
ington’s Martin Luther King Jr. 
Library that recalls a 1960s pro- 
test that focused on the nation’s 
poor — even as the library imple- 
ments rules that some say could 
make its branches less inviting for 
the homeless. 

London-based conceptual artist 


Matthew Thompson, 42, re-creat- 
ed a plywood shelter from the 1968 
encampment on the National Mall 
called Resurrection City, which 
followed the Poor People’s March 
planned by Martin Luther King Jr. 
The event drew thousands of peo- 
ple to set up temporary residence 
within sight of the Capitol to show 
the plight of poor people. 

“The MLK Library is heavily 
used by the D.C. homeless popula- 
tion, almost like a day center where 
they can go and rest,” Thompson 
said. “I wanted to comment on 


that because it’s a microcosm of a 
relevant issue today.” 

On Feb. 1, the library plans to 
implement new rules, including a 
limit on the number of bags people 
can bring in and a renewed ban on 
sleeping there. Officials also plan 
to eliminate an X-ray machine at 
the main library’s entrance, and 
to allow food and drinks in desig- 
nated areas. 

Officials said they’re trying 
to make the library more user- 
friendly and that everyone is still 
welcome. 


“We actually consider ourselves 
one of the friendliest agencies to 
homeless,” said Pamela Stovall, the 
library’s associate director. 

“We’re really an advocate for 
shelter for the homeless, but we do 
insist on our right to be a library.” 

Stovall said the exhibit was 
timed to coincide with the King 
holiday and Black History Month. 
It was only a coincidence that the 
exhibit came during the change in 
rules, she said, adding the rules 
were not intended to target the 
homeless, (ap)

Classes 
Offer War 
Respite 

UMUC is first school 
to offer face-to-face 
courses on Iraq soil 

BALTIMORE I The University of 
Maryland, University College, is 
the first U.S. school to offer face- 
to-face classes during the war in 
Iraq. But far more meaningful than 
a few college credits is the sense of 
normalcy the classes offer. 

Staff Sgt. Bryan Julian of India- 
napolis never attended college until 
he served in Iraq. A few months 
ago, he started classes, taking on 
textbooks and homework besides 
the rifles and chaos of war. 

“It’s actually quite nice,” said 
Julian, 34. “I’m in the National 
Guard, I’m a police officer back 
home, so my definition of normal 
is probably different from some- 
one else’s.” 

Julian has served as a medic in 
Iraq for five months. He has seven 
months remaining on his tour and 
decided to use his spare time to take 
sociology and criminal justice class- 
es. He hopes the classes will help 
him become a detective. 

“I try to stay busy over here,” he 
said in a recent telephone interview. 
“The busier you stay, the faster time 
goes by.” UMUC has offered courses 
on military bases during wartime 
for about 60 years and has not had 
any faculty fatalities, (ap)

Machine 


New Mother Nature 
Network bills itself as 
WebMD for the planet 

ENVIRONMENT I It’s safe to say this 
doesn’t seem like the best time to 
start a news outlet, given the reces- 
sion and the struggles of the media 
industry. 

But the creators of the Mother 
Nature Network are betting that 
another trend will eclipse even 
the worst economic forecast: the 
green boom. 

They’ve launched an advertising- 
supported Web site, Mnn.com, that 
aims to be a dependable source of 
environmental news written for the 
average reader — a sort of WebMD 
for green topics. 

The Atlanta-based site, which 
launched this month, is off to a 
quick start. Joel Babbit, a veteran 
marketing executive who is the 
company’s president, raised much 
of the $10 million for the venture 
in a 24 -hour spree last year. 

So far, the company has hired 17 
full-time staffers — many of them 
castoffs of CNN and belt-tight- 
ening media companies — and is 
assembling a vast network of col- 
lege bloggers. 


The goal is to create the most vis- 
ited green-themed destination on 
the Internet, beating out not only 
established commercial sites such 
as TreeHugger.com but also online 
resources maintained by the Envi- 
ronmental Protection Agency. 

The other sites “don’t seem to 
be doing what we thought they 
could do,” said one Mother Nature 
Network investor and contributor. 
Chuck Leavell, a Georgia tree farm- 
er better known as a keyboardist 
for the Rolling Stones and, before 
that, the Allman Brothers Band. 
“I think there’s a gap as big as the 
Grand Canyon there that needs to 
be filled.” 

Babbit said he’s confident that 
Mother Nature Network has a busi- 
ness model that can draw corporate 
ad dollars even in the economic 
downturn, and he points to about a 
half-dozen corporate giants he said 
he’s recently signed, including Dell 
Inc., MillerCoors and AT&T Inc. 

“So many of these sites were 
started by environmentalists who 
had no experience as businesspeo- 
ple,” Babbit said. “We were able to 
build something that’s not just great 
from an environmental standpoint 
but also from a business stand- 
point.” GREG BLUESTEIN (AP)

NEWGiRLiAsa busy movie actress, 
Oscar winner Renee Zellweger lives 
a nomadic lifestyle.

A few weeks home at her Con- 
necticut farmhouse, then it starts 
all over again. 


After nearly two decades of liv- 
ing this peripatetic lifestyle, Zell- 
weger is kind of used to being a 
stranger in a strange land. It’s no 
wonder the actress felt right at 
home making “New in Town,” in 
theaters Friday, a romantic come- 
dy co-starring singer-actor Harry 
Connick Jr.

DVD I Writer Michael Hirst’s (“Eliza- 
beth: The Golden Age”) sumptuous 
and sensual visualization of the life 
of one of England’s most famous 
kings in Showtime’s “The Tudors” 
has forgone the poor hygiene, the 
dental woes and the gross bodily 
functions that plagued the Tudor 
dynasty of 16th-century England. 
That, and the truth has been twist- 
ed — a lot. But, frankly, who wants 
to see an old, chubby king prancing 
about in damp, chilly castles? 

The show’s first season saw 


the roguish young Henry, played 
by the marvelously pouty, chisel- 
cheeked Jonathan Rhys-Meyers, 
married to Catherine of Aragon 
(Maria Doyle Kennedy) and swan- 
ning around court with his attrac- 
tive pal Charles Brandon (Henry 
Cavill) until the scheming Thom- 
as Boleyn (Nick Dunning) and his 
beautiful and equally scheming 
daughters enter the scene. At this 
point, the story focuses on Anne 
Boleyn’s seduction of the king and 
Henry’s futile attempts to have his 
marriage annulled by the Catho- 
lic church. 

Season 2, out now on DVD, opens 
with Henry still fighting with the 
church over the right to a divorce

from Catherine, which would pave 
the way for the consummation of his 
relationship with Anne. Rhys-Meyers’

Tolerance 
Starts to 
Come Out 

For Hollywood, ‘Milk’ 
marks more comfort 
with homosexuality 

LOVE I One day this thought won’t 
matter. One day this thought won’t 
be relevant. 

Today is not that day. 

Today, the fact that “Milk” 
received eight Oscar nominations 
from the academy last week, includ- 
ing best picture, is significant and 
says much about where we are in 
our relationship, and comfort level, 
with the gay rights movement. In a 
word, it’s improving. 

Why? Director Gus Van Sant’s 
“Milk” is not a tentative Rim; rath- 
er, it is openly, unapologetically gay. 
It begins with an introduction to 
a very fey Sean Penn as the still- 
unrealized political activist Har- 
vey Milk. 

We are taken to San Francisco, 
the heart of the gay movement in 
the ’70s, as we watch Milk’s politi- 
cal passions rise. But there is also 
sex, everywhere; the film is satu- 
rated with gay experience. 

That alone takes us miles beyond 
the world of “Brokeback Mountain” 
in 2005 with its beautiful cow- 
boys locked for a lifetime in a tor- 
tured closet of shame, denial and 


pain. It also received eight Oscar 
nominations and ultimately took 
home three. 

Many thought “Brokeback’s” 
overall artistry should have earned 
it the best picture Oscar, too. But 
when it came to the top prize, 
“Crash” won. Perhaps Hollywood 

— yes, liberal, tolerant Hollywood 

— was still uncomfortable with a 
gay love story. 

Fifteen years ago, the academy 
first dipped its toe into these trou- 
bled waters with “Philadelphia,” a 
mainstream film both daring and 
cautious. The film starred Tom 
Hanks as an attorney fired after 
the conservative law firm he works 
for discovers he has AIDS. 

He took home an Oscar that year, 
and although the performance was a 
good one, it does leave the lingering 
question of whether the votes were 
cast for the role or for the risk. 

Watching the film now, it is a 
study in restraint — careful to focus 
on the issues, with its characters 
largely stripped of any gayness. 

And now, along comes “Milk,” 
with its proud swish and sway, and 
an undeniable charm that is filling 
theaters even in the heartland. Of 
course, that is due in part to the 
fact that “Milk” is not just a politi- 
cal statement but is an extremely 
enjoyable movie. 

All this the academy has recog- 
nized with its nominations. But now 
“Milk” faces the ballot box again. 

So, if you check the best picture 
odds in the coming weeks, “Milk” is 
unlikely to top any list. But the recog- 
nition matters. Someday, that won’t 
be relevant. But today is not that day.

Misadventure in Advertising 


TNTs new Trust Me’ 
is repetitive, out of 
touch and pointless 

COMEDY I TV writers like to set 
characters in the world of adver- 
tising, where they can make piles 
of money for working too little and 
drinking too much. 

The new hour-long comedy 
“Trust Me” (10 p.m., TNT) adds 
very little to this long entertainment 
tradition. Eric McCormack (“Will & 
Grace”) and Tom Cavanagh (“Ed”) 
star as Mason and Connor, longtime 
partners in the ad game. Mason is 
the creative director, dedicated to 
his clients and his family. Connor 
likes to riff and whip out copy and 
taglines at the last possible moment, 
preferably after billing a long, boozy 
weekend and lots of room service

to the client. 

This creative yin and yang also 
allows both actors to fall back 
on familiar tricks.

M u S I C I A lot of music buffs dream 
of one day singing with their favor- 
ite musicians. For Paul Kopf, that 
dream has become a reality. 

For the past four years, the San 
Francisco native has been fronting 
the all-star quartet Magic Christian. 
The band features Cyril Jordan, 
the former leader of the Flaming 
Groovies (“Shake Some Action”), 
as well as former Plimsoul (“A Mil- 
lion Miles Away”) Eddie Munoz 
and Clem Burke, the drummer 
from Blondie. Together they make 
a brash, uninhibited sound that’s 
been dubbed “modern garage” but 
often veers toward harder- edged 
power pop. 


“If you define what Pete Town- 
shend did with the Who in 1966 
as power pop, then, yeah, we’re 
power pop,” Kopf explains. “But if 


you interpret it like Dwight Twilley 
or Shoes, then, no. We’re a little bit 
more on the garage side.” 

Magic Christian songs such as 


“Tomorrow Never Comes” and “All 
the Stars” translate to a younger 
audience because their tough-but- 
hook-filled sound has never really 
gone out of vogue. Magic Christian’s 
musical style originated with bands 
such as the Count Five, the Seeds 
and the Remains in the 1960s. It 
was revived in grand style in the 
1980s by retro bands such as the 
Pandoras and the Cynics, who 
recorded on Bomp Records’ sub- 
sidiary Voxx Records. 

The Cynics’ Get Hip label will 
distribute Magic Christian’s sec- 
ond album, due out this spring. 
The band decided to go the indie 
route to maintain artistic control, 
Kopf says. “We’ve had so many big 
labels come to us. But we want 
to keep it in our own hands.”

Chefs hope Obama’s 
love for high-quality 
food spreads in U.S. 

Visiting one of his favorite Chicago 
restaurants in November, Barack 
Obama was asked by an excited 
waitress whether he wanted the 
restaurant’s special margarita made 
with the finest ingredients, straight 
up and shaken at the table. 

“You know that’s the way I roll,” 
Obama replied jokingly. 

Rick Bayless, the chef of that 
restaurant, Topolobampo, says 
Obama’s comfortable demeanor 
at the table — slumped content- 
edly in his chair, clearly there to 
enjoy himself — bodes well for the 
nation’s food policy. While former 
president George W. Bush rarely 
visited restaurants and didn’t often 
talk about what he ate, Obama dines 
out frequently and enjoys exploring 
different foods.

“He’s the kind of diner who wants 
to taste all sorts of things,” Bayless 
says. “What I’m hoping is that he’s 
going to recognize that we need to 
do what we can in our country to 
encourage real food for everyone.” 

Phrases such as “real food” and 
“farm-to-table” may sound like elit- 
ist jargon tossed around at upscale 
restaurants. But the country’s top 
chefs, several of whom traveled to 
Washington for Obama’s inaugura- 
tion last week, hope that Obama’s 
flair for good food will encourage 


people to expand their horizons 
when it comes to what they eat. 

These chefs tout locally grown, 
environmentally friendly and — 
most importantly — nutritious food. 
They urge diners, even those who 
may never be able to afford to eat at 
their restaurants, to shop at farmers 
markets and pay attention to where 
their food comes from. 

Dan Barber, chef at New York’s 
popular Blue Hill restaurant and a 
frequent critic of the country’s food 
policy, says a few small gestures 
from the president and first lady 
Michelle Obama could accomplish 
what many of the chefs have been 
working toward for years. 

“I recognize that I’m an elitist 
guy,” says Barber, who cooked a

$500-a-plate meal for incoming 
Obama aides and other guests at a 
small charity fundraiser the night 
before the inauguration. “Increas- 
ingly raise awareness, but don’t 
do it through chefs like me. ... My 
advice would be more of a sym- 
bolic nature, and to not underes- 
timate what can be done through 
the White House.” 

Barber said good food needs 
more publicity, and he hopes Obama 
and his wife will advertise what 
they are eating and what they are 
feeding their children, 10 -year-old 
Malia and 7-year-old Sasha. 

Many high-end chefs like Bar- 
ber think that most food in the 
United States is overprocessed, 
oversubsidized and grown with no 
regard to the environment, making 
it harder for small farms to make a 
profit selling more natural, nutri- 
tious food. 

Barber cooks with food grown at 
his farm, the Stone Barns Center for 
Food and Agriculture in Pocantico 
Hills, N.Y. At the pre-inauguration 


fundraiser, organized along with 
several other dinners by food guru 
Alice Waters, passed hors d’oeuvres 
included carrots, lettuce and cauli- 
flower — untarnished and raw, deli- 
cious in their natural form. Sweet 
beets had been recently chiseled 
from Stone Barns’ frozen ground, 
and hog snouts left over from slaugh- 
ter were used as a garnish on a plate 
of Maine sea scallops. 

Most of the chefs say they real- 
ize food policy and government 
support for larger corporate farms 
won’t change anytime soon. Con- 
gress, with Obama’s support, over- 
whelmingly enacted a $290 billion 
farm bill last year that directs many 
subsidies to the largest agricultur- 
al players. 

But Obama has already given 
chefs like Barber a small reason to 
hope. At his confirmation hearing. 
Agriculture Secretary Tom Vilsack 
made an overture to the growing 
number of food groups and experts 
who have criticized government sub- 
sidies for large corporate farms, say- 
ing he will seek to work “with those 
who seek programs and practices 
that lead to more nutritious food 
produced in a sustainable way.” 

“There’s a lot of work that can be 
done in this area,” Vilsack said after 
he was sworn in. mary glare jalonick (ap)
